News or Not 


Interest Unexploited 


Tom O'Reilly printed in the New York 
Herald Tribune one day last week the 
2-minute acceptance speech of Neil 
Morgan. San Diego Union-Tribune 
columnist whose story about a religionist 
and his race horse Sanctus had won the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations’ annual 
award for the year’s best newspaper story 
on racing, 

Morgan addressed himself to the sport’s 
public relations. and what he had_ to 
tell the TRA delegates made good sense. 


“Let me offer. in return to you. one 
brief observation from 15 years of column 
writing which has involved racing only 
incidentally. You have a far wider spect- 
rum of public interest in racing than is 
being exploited in most of the cities of 
the nation today. With your guidance. 
the newspapers and other media of many 
cities could develop interest in and sup- 
port for racing to a degree beyond your 
fondest hopes. The potential lies in mil- 
lions of Americans who do not know or 
care any more than I about the difference 
between a handicap and an allowance 
race... whose visits to your tracks may 
be as much for social pleasure as for 
interest in the breed. 

“There are only a handful of turf writers 
in the nation today who are writing for 
that vast horde of racing illiterates like 
myself. I suspect that there is a way to 
tell more of the warmth and gentleness 
that lie behind the tough facade of the 
sellers’ window. the jockey room or the 
counting room. 

“Many of us writers are guilty of not 
seeing the forest because we are hacking 
down one tree at a time. second-guessing 
the weights for the big race. quoting the 
jockey on why he blew it. or citing the 
prices for win. place and show. 

“T take no credit for this award. My 
very perfunctory interest racing has 
been sharpened over the years by men like 
Don Smith. Fritz Hawn and Eddie Read— 
(Del Mar president. board chairman and 
publicist) who have the twinkle to seek 
out the human interest that lurks just 
beneath the surface with every owner. 
every trainer. every jockey. 

“Partly because of them racing in San 
Diego is about as sacred as are the casinos 
to Las Vegas or the Peppermint Lounge 


here in Manhattan is to the new dance 
craze—the Twist. It is our assumption 
that the public is less interested in 
whether the handle is up three percent 
and the gate down four percent. than it 
is in a religious nut at a race track with 
five children named David. Solomon. 
Faith. Hope and Charity. and a_ horse 
born on Easter Day. named Sanctus. 

“T never had the chance to meet Bill 
Corum. I wanted to. He knew about 
warmth and gentleness. He knew how to 
mix roses and races. I believe that racing 
can do itself a lot of good just now by 
underplaying the dollar sign in front of 
the public and telling more about what 
makes racing people special. This is a 
tier era of commercialism and it would 
be exciting to see racing help fight the 
growing tide of cynicism. For myself, I 
thank you. and I'll do everything I can 
to help.” 


Cloak and Dagger 


The stories from abroad have been real 
cloak and dagger. An Associated Press 
dispatch last week said that English po- 
lice authorities and private investigators. 
looking into a series of druggings. were 
searching for a woman with a French ac- 
cent and a gambler accomplice. 

“We are up against an extremely well 
organized and financed ring.” said Col. 
William Wetherby. of the Jockey Club 
and the National Hunts Committee. “If 
we smash it. we will knock out the hard 
core of nobblers in Britain.” 

The last horse to be drugged. according 
to AP. was the steeplechase performer 
Fresh Winds. Shortly before a race for 
which he was odds-on, he was found half- 
asleep from a sedative apparently admin- 
istered in his stall. Police said he was 
the 16th to have been drugged in the last 
2 months. 

At last report. Scotland Yard had called 
in Interpol (the world police organiza- 
tion) to help find the gal with the French 
accent. 


Plans for Kelso 


Carl Hanford last week told newsmen 
that Mrs. Richard du Pont’s Kelso would 
be sent to Aiken, S. C.. about January 1, 
and if the gelding trained satisfactorily 
he would race at Hialeah Park this win- 
ter. Kelso suffered a filled hock after the 
Washington. D. C.. International. but it is 
now normal. and Hanford said that the 
horse was galloping daily at his owner's 
farm at Chesapeake City. Md. The cham- 
pion will point for the Widener Handicap 
on February 24.

Cup, but Sunshine Cake turned in his 

finest performance. Leading him to the 

winner’s circle is trainer Charles 
Peoples. 


BaLtimore. Neither the threat of snow 
nor snow itself discouraged Maryland 
racing fans on Saturday. December 9. 
The hardiest began arriving at Pimlico 
well before noon, and they continued 
coming until the turnstile count reached 
18.756. only about 500 fewer than had 
gone racing the previous Saturday. when 
the temperature was in the 50’s. Keeping 
warm in the glass-enclosed stands. they 
carried their enthusiasm to the betting 
windows, and when the machines closed 
for the daily double a track record of 
$194.868 had been established. The pay- 
off was a conservative $13.80. Snow had 
been threatening all morning. and in mid- 
afternoon it began to fall. 

The day’s feature was the 2;);-mile Pim- 
lico Cup. The Cup has had some disting- 
uished winners in its time. but of this 
years 6 runners. Hunter’s Rock was the 
only stakes winner. and this time he ran 
fourth, The winner was Sunshine Cake. 
a 3-year-old Sunglow colt which this year 
had won one of 22 races and had placed 
only twice in his last 13 races. 

The public. of course. took Hunter's 
Rock, winner of the 11-mile Dixie Handi- 
cap. a grass race on November 23. He was 
odds-on. Sunshine Cake was second choice 
at 5.6 to 1. 

Dirce, 6-year-old  come-from-behind 
runner, tried something different in a 
futile effort to gain his first victory of 
the year. Karl Korte sent him to the front 
soon after the start. and he quickly was 
6 lengths ahead of Sun Energy and 
*Recitatif. In a half-mile Dirce’s margin 
ballooned to a dozen lengths. He nursed 
this advantage as far as he could. but 
near the eighth-pole *Recitatif and then 
Sunshine Cake went past him. Sunshine 
Cake pulling ahead to win by a_half- 
length.

The Pimlico Cup has had its incidents.

who openly said that racing here was 
deteriorating. 

Deterioration may be too hard a word. 
but the fact is that the Maryland racing 
and breeding industry has just about 
held its own in the post-war era, while 
its immediate competitors. New Jersey. 
New York, and Delaware. have grown 
phenomenally. Now there looms the 
spectre of the State of Pennsylvania, 4 
counties of which have already legalized 
pari-mutuel harness racing. Only the 
most naive do not believe that Thorough- 
bred flat racing will be close behind. 

At the last session of the Maryland 
General Assembly, each party most direct- 
ly involved had its own proposal. Pimlico. 
Laurel. and Bowie. the state’s 3 mile 
tracks. waged a_ bitter behind-the-scenes 
battle, each largely in its behalf. 
Separate proposals for fixing things were 
made by each of Maryland’s 5 half-mile 
tracks, by harness racing interests. by the 
local division of the HBPA, and by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. The 
propositions dealt with date allotments. 
possible redistribution of the 
take-out, ete.. and the legislators. who had 
voted a sizeable sum for a committee study 
of the whole picture. became so enmeshed 
in trying to figure out who wanted what 
and why, that they enacted no racing 
legislation at all. 

The effect of this fiasco was to bring 
the factions to the realization that they 
must present a solid front to the next 
session of the legislature. The 3 milers

] per cent in the pari-mutuel take-out at 


Jerold Hoffberger. who owns a Baltimore 
brewery, the Bel Air half-mile track. and 
the Baltimore Raceway harness track, to 
purchase his dates (12 at Bel Air, 24 at 
the harness plant) and divide them equally 
among themselves, beginning in 1962. That 
will be the only bill submitted to the 
legislature specifically by the mile tracks. 
and: it has the full backing of Gov. J. 
Millard Tawes and of the Maryland State 
Racing Commission. According to reports. 
the master blueprint calls for Timonium 
to purchase the 12 racing days of Cumber- 
land and for Marlboro to purchase the 
dates of Hagerstown, leaving the state 
with 2 half-mile tracks running a total of 
48 days instead of 5 tracks operating 60 
days. But this will come later. 

Until this week. the Bel Air-Baltimore 
Raceway purchase was the lone legislative 
proposal. But then the Maryland-Dela- 
ware-Charles Town division of the HBPA 
and the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Associa- 
tion came up with the 1 per cent increase 
in take-out. 

The original 12 per cent would still be 
allotted as before. with 5 per cent to the 
state. 615 per cent to the track. and 15 per 
cent to an improvement fund. the latter 
item made mandatory by the racing com- 
mission when Maryland’s tracks fell into 
gross disrepair a few years back. 

Acting as spokesman for the combined 
organizations was Hal C. B. Clagett. a 
member of the MHBA and an attorney 
from Upper Marlboro. Md. At a dinner- 
press conference in the Pimlico club house.

face answered as best they could many 
questions propounded by turf. writers. 

The MHBA and HBPA realized, Clagett 
said, that the increase would cancel the 
one advantage bettors at Maryland tracks 
have had over bettors at New Jersey tracks, 
the difference between Maryland’s 12 per 
cent take-out and New Jersy’s 13. But 
they reasoned this loss would be offset by 
overnight purses comparable to those of 
New Jersey. thereby keeping better horses 
in Maryland. Better horses mean more 
mutuel play. Clagett said. although he 
was not in the least successful in selling 
this nebulous point. 

In 1959. the year Pimico officials used 
for comparative purposes when they sub- 
mitted their recommendations in 1960 to 
the legislature’s study committee. the daily 
average purse distribution for overnight 
races only (excluding stakes) in New 
York was $38.020. in New Jersey $32.057. 
and in Maryland $26.017. Based on a 
daily handle of $1.000.000. which is the 
figure Maryland’s milers have maintained 
for the last decade. the extra two-thirds of 
per cent would provide an additional 
$6.667 for open overnight purses. bringing 
Maryland up to New Jersey’s level. In 
addition. the over-all plan would mean 
that the track would have to provide 
nurses for only 8 races when there was a 
Maryland-bred race scheduled. — Purses 
for home-bred races would come from the 
other one-third of 1 per cent. or an average 
of $3.333 per day. 

Significantly, the wording of the measure 
does not provide that all the revenue in 
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the Maryland-bred racing fund will go 
toward purses. The proposal is that a 5- 
man committee administer the fund. This 
committee would be made up of one repre- 
sentative from the mile tracks, one from 
the half-mile tracks, 2 from the MHBA,. 
and one from the racing commission. 

Clagett hoped that the committee would 
establish breeders’ awards. and perhaps a 
special fund within the fund to buy stal- 
lions to stand in Maryland or to buy serv- 
ices to stallions standing outside the state. 
None of this was spelled out in the bill. 
he said. in order to keep the measure as 
simple as possible. 

Clagett further admitted. under question- 
ing. that the MHBA and HBPA would be 
treading on dangerous ground in asking 
for an increased take-out. If the legisla- 
tors brought up the possibility of an in- 
crease of more than 1 per cent. to add to 
the state’s share. the whole matter would 
be withdrawn. 

The heads of the mile tracks. united in 
an effort to absorb 36 additional racing 
dates. said they would neither support 
nor oppose the MHBA-HBPA bill.

The Return of Avelino 


Miami. The slim. swarthy rider was 
completely relaxed as he played cards in 
the jocks’ room at Tropical Park. ignoring 
the Gotham Bowl football game on a 
television set just above his head. When 
the horses in the fourth race crossed the 
wire—on another TV set in the room—he 
threw in his ecards and headed for the 
locker. 

few minutes later Avelino Gomez 
strode to the paddock to ride Sid Old Boy. 
a $7.500 horse that had not won in 22 
starts this year. It was just another horse 
race in most respects. but not for Gomez. 
who was about to ride in the United States 
for the first time since 1951. 

When Avelino walked his horse on the 
track, the 10.205 fans gave him a_ big 
cheer. When he came back. after finish- 
ing fourth on Sid Old Boy at 23-1. the 
fans cheered him again. It was the first 
time in memory anybody had cheered for 
a rider who had finished out of the money. 

Next to last in the backstreteh. Gomez 
started a drive at the half-mile-pole and 
moved into fifth place at the quarter-pole. 
When Sid Old Boy started to lug in. Gomez 
straightened him and rode him hard to get 
fourth money, a neck in front of the 8-5 
favorite War Radiant. 

In the seventh race Gomez finished third 
on Mark Me Up. This left him 2 chances. 
on F-B Farm’s Good Fight in the $10.000- 
added Dade Metropolitan Handicap and 
on Charpentier in the last race. Good 
Fight had only a fighting chance. while 
Charpentier had virtually nothing to 
recommend him.

Good Fight, a 2-year-old son of Arma- 
geddon—*Nut Brown Maid. had won his 
first start August 30 at Belmont, but had 
failed to win in 7 subsequent races, though 
finishing in the money 4 times. It was 
on the basis of trainer Nick Moran’s con- 
fidence that little Mario Quintero. who 
had quit his job with Daily Racing Form 
to take Gomez's book. accepted the mount. 

Moran told Gomez not to use Good 
Fight early. because of the extreme speed 
in the 6-furlong race. Su Ka Wa was the 
even-money favorite. with Tax second 
choice at 5-2 and Blue Tassle next at 4-1. 
Good Fight went off at 16-1. 

Gomez had Good Fight ninth in the 10- 
horse field going down the backstretch as 
Tax made the pace with Creteman and 
General Mark in closest pursuit. Su Ka 
Wa got away sluggishly and was sixth to 
the far turn. At the quarter-pole Good 
Fight still was ninth and Su Ka Wa, in 
tight quarters and then forced wide, was 
fifth. 

Gomez had started his run on Good 
Fight approaching the far turn, and while 
he was still next to last turning for home, 
he was much closer to the leader. Su Ka 
Wa was gaining under Herbert Clark. 
and Good Fight was zooming on the out- 
side. To avoid trouble. Gomez had gone 
outside 4 horses on the last turn. At the 
eighth-pole Tax still led by 115 lengths 
over Creteman, with Su Ka Wa nearly 5 
lengths off in fifth place and Good Fight 
eighth, 615 lengths away from the lead. 

Inside the 70-yard marker Su Ka Wa 
got to the front and appeared a certain 
winner. But here came Gomez and Good 


Fight. In the final stride Good Fight 
nailed the favorite. by the shortest of 
noses. Creteman outfinished Tax for 


third money, a half-length back. 

Good Fight was timed in 1:1115 over a 
fast track and paid $34.70. The applause 
for Gomez was a riotous greeting. 

After the ceremonies in the winner's 
circle. Gomez walked wearily back to the 
jocks’ room, pausing a dozen times to 
shake hands with well-wishers who hung 
over the fence with both hands extended. 

“Tam still short.” Gomez said. “IT will 
have to take off this horse in the next 
race. [ need a little more time to be 
really fit. Have not ridden for a month 
and a half. you know. 

“Good Fight? I just follow instructions. 
not use him early. When | turn for home. 
I know I will win it. or be right there... . 
| think I do better later.” 

Gomez is unobtrusively self-confident. 
He returned to the United States with an 
awesome burden on his broad shoulders 
the reputation of being one of the great 
riders of all time. He lived up to that 
reputation at once. 

Avelino. now 33. has been Canada’s 
leading rider for 5 of the past 7 years. He 
had not ridden in the United States’ since 
1951, when he was caught in a tangle with 
the U.S. government. Gomez had applied 
for citizenship, then the draft came up. 
He could become a citizen and be drafted 
or he could go back to Cuba and forget 
about riding here. He chose the latter 
course.

At the Equine Practitioners’ Convention 


The seventh annual convention 
of the American Association of 
Equine Practitioners, held at the 
Texas Hotel in Fort Worth Decem- 
ber 3-5, was a tightly scheduled 3 
days of close attention to profes- 
sional papers and discussion. The 
only organized gathering outside 
the lecture room was on Sunday 
evening, December 3, when Dr. 
Mark Morris, president of the 
American Veterinary Medical As- 
sociation, was the principal speak- 
er at a dinner attended by about 
240 persons.. Even the informal 
parties tended to end at a reason- 
able hour, and only one of the 
speakers complained that his 
tongue had been treated with a 
blow-torch. 

The AAEP has grown rapidly 
since its inception in 1955. Its 


membership totals more than 550 
veterinarians in equine practice or 
in academic institutions. The 1961 
convention drew an attendance of 
275, surpessing the record estab- 
lished last December at Phoenix, 
when the convention was held out-

AAEP president and president-elect 
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1963 meeting, probably in the first 
week of December, will be ap. 
nounced at next year’s convention, 
if not earlier. In 19354 the annual 
meeting probably will move again 
to the West. Invitations from Los 
Angeles and Denver were present- 
ed last week, to be acted upon next 
December. 

One of the papers (on infectious 
diseases of foals) at the Fort 
Worth meeting was read by Maxie 
Cosgrove, M.R.C.V.S., of Dublin, 
whose attendance at the 1960 con- 
vention led the association to 
amend its by-laws and_ extend 
membership privileges to veterin- 
arians outside of North America. 
Dr. Cosgrove thus became the 
first European member. In the 
meantime, along with other prac- 
titioners in Ireland and England, 
he had helped in organizing the 
first foreign equivalent of the 
AAFP. 

The British Equine Veterinary 
Association, Cosgrove reported, 
had held its inaugural meeting at 
the Royal College in London on 
November 18, with about 100 in 
attendance. It plans to hold a 3- 
day meeting in the autumn, plus 
3 one-day regional meetings each 
year. Its organization follows the 
American model, which has _ pro- 
vided an invaluable workshop for 
practicing veterinarians, and for- 
eign memberships will be accepted. 
President of the BEVA is Col. John 
Hickman, of the Cambridge Uni- 
versity veterinary faculty; vice 
president, Alistair Frazer; secre- 
tary, Peter Cook. The association 
has an executive committee of 12. 

Dr. Murray B. Teigland, of Opa 
Locka, Fla., was the retiring presi- 
dent of the AAEP.

The Butazolidin issue provoked no debate or 
discussion at last week’s meeting of the Ameri- 
ean Association of Equine Practitioners in Fort 
Worth, except that the members in attendance 
gave unanimous approval, by voice vote, to the 
following statement, read by the retiring presi- 
dent, Dr. M. B. Teigland, of Opa Locka, Fla., at 
the Florida State Racing Commission’s hearing 


Appraisal by Therapeutic Value 


The American Association of Equine 
Practitioners is indeed happy to accept 
the invitation of the Florida State Rac- 
ing Commission to appear at this hear- 
ing as expert witness in the evaluation 
of the medication Butazolidin. It is our 
sincere hope that the Commission will 
evaluate the testimony presented. 

We would like to describe the anti- 
inflammatory nature of this compound 
observed through clinical and experi- 
mental use. First. we will show a pho- 
tograph of the eyes of 2 rabbits that 
were experimentally inflamed by the 
injection of glycerine into the anterior 
chamber of the eye. In the first photo- 
graph. the rabbit had no medication 
prior to the application of the irritant. 
In the second photograph. Butazolidin 
was administered prior to the applica- 
tion of the irritant. 

You can readily see there was se- 
vere inflammation in the eye of the 
untreated rabbit. The treated rabbit 
shows very little inflammation. Obvi- 
ously. the medicated animal would 
have litthe pain because no severe in- 
flammatory reaction was present. This 
experiment was used to illustrate the 
therapeutic action of Butazolidin. 

We can now discuss the action of 
Butazolidin in the horse with a better 
understanding of what the veterinarian 
is attempting to accomplish in treating 
any horse in training or any herse that 
is actively campaigning on a_ racing 
schedule. 

It is obvious that this same reduction 
of inflammation occurs in the horse. It 
is also obvious that this medication can 
prevent inflammation. For example, if 
a horse with osteoarthritis develops lo- 
cal joint soreness due to the trauma in- 
duced during the running of a race, 
the edema or swelling is prevented at 
the site of the osteoarthritis and the 
horse remains sound. This is not theo- 
retical, but factual. 

More than 500.000 doses of Butazo- 


lidin have been administered to horses 
in past years. Practicing veterinarians 
in our organization unanimously agree 
that this compound is one of the most 
effective protective anti-inflammatory 
compounds ever used in the horse. It 
is not only used for correction of lame- 
ness. but for reduction of many  in- 
flammatory processes. 

The eye is one of the most important 
in this category. Eyelid swellings are 
reduced in hours instead of days. 

In a recent editorial, the Daily Rac- 
ing Form quoted a horseman as having 
a horse that moved up from the $5,000 
class to the $30,000 class when Buta- 
zolidin was administered. 

We are certain that this is a misin- 
terpretation. 

Correctly stated. a $30,000 horse 
without the benefits of Butazolidin was 
dropped to a $5.000 horse. In fact, he 
should have NO value. because no one 
can predict the performance of an un- 
sound horse. And it would be best if 
such a horse did not race—at any value 

-while unsound. 

However. if such a horse can be re- 
stored to soundness. his value is main- 
tained. 

A simple analogy would be to state 
that a $3.500 automobile was increased 
in value from $3.500 to $5.000 by re- 
pairing a badly damaged body. In re- 
ality. we all know that the owner of 
this car would only be maintaining the 
original value of $5.000 by the repairs 
which returned the car to normal. 

Veterinarians are concerned primari- 
ly with maintaining the health of the 
horse. Unfortunately. no other animal 
is more subject to inflammatory con- 
ditions than the horse. They are con- 
stantly sustaining injuries. We feel 
that we must select the most effective 
means of restoring these injured parts 
to normal. thus best serving the racing 
industry. 

Frankly. gentlemen. the dramatic ef- 


fectiveness of Butazolidin has created 
the controversy that exists. 

Our association does not wish to vio- 
late the rules of the racing commission, 
and we have no intention of doing so. 
There are many other areas of health 
maintenance that concern us. 

To cite an example, there is a very 
fine allowance filly that was stopping 
badly in the stretch due to respiratory 
distress. Upon examination of the 
throat it was found this filly was in- 
fected with a bacterial involvement of 
the mucous membrane. Sensitivity 
tests revealed the proper anti-bacterial 
compound for treatment. 

Unfortunately. this infection is of 
such a nature that treatment with the 
compound must be maintained. The 
filly no longer has any respiratory dis- 
tress unless the medication is  with- 
drawn, again rendering her unfit to 
perform normally. Are we violating the 
rules in this case? 

Another belief of the critics of Buta- 
zolidin is that this is a compound that 
will keep the “cheap platers” going. 
However. I would like to point out that 
more cheap horses are treated simply 
because there is a large percentage of 
cheap horses on the grounds. That is 
to say. there are simply more cheap 
horses than stakes winners. However, 
many top-flight) stzkes horses have 
been trained and raced on Butazolidin 
for years. 

In conclusion. the AAEP is not pre- 
senting these facts to dictate to the 
racing commission as to policy or 
rules. but merely to reflect the thoughts 
of the organization as to the better- 
ment of racing through progressive 
medication. From a moral and ethical 
standpoint. our association will stand 
the test. We recommend that all medi- 
cations be appraised as to their thera- 
peutic value. If they are of such nature 
as to return a horse to normal, we feel 
they are valid and an asset to racing.

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NYRA's Stakes for 1962 


The 1961 season scarcely had ended be- 
fore the New York Racing Association 
made public its stakes schedule for 1962. 
The schedule called for 112 events with 
total added money of $4.182.500. 

Included in the list of stakes were 21 
steeplechase and hurdle events. carrying 4 
total added value of $317.500. The 91 flat 
events will have an added value of $3.840.- 
000. representing an increase of $25.000 
over the 1961 expenditure for 89 stakes. 

On each day for which no stakes have 
been scheduled there will be a $10.000 
overnight race. 

There will be 10 events for $100.000 
or more. The Champagne Stakes. for 2- 
year-olds. and the Belmont Stakes. for 3- 
year-olds. each will have $125.000 in added 
money. 

Among the most significant changes 
on this year’s program: the Man o° 
War Handicap. previously an invitational 
race. will be an open event at weight for 
age; the Aqueduct Stakes. formerly a 
handicap. will be increased in value from 
$50.000 to $100.000; and the Sanford 
Stakes. which this year was made a turf 


race for older horses. will once again 
take its place as one of New York’s 


traditional 2-year-old events. and the new 
turf race will be known as the Seneca 
Handicap. 

Two-year-olds have been offered 22 
stakes. with a total added-money value of 


$830.000: 3-year-olds will have 22 stakes 
for $1.085.000; and older horses will have 
47 stakes for $1.950.000. 
Several of the stakes 
closed: both divisions of the National 
Stallion. the Matron. and the Futurity. 
The Belmont will close on February 15. 
the Acorn. Juvenile. Mother Goose, Coach- 
ing Club American Oaks. Tremont. San- 
ford. Spinaway. Hopeful. Cowdin. Frizette. 
and Champagne on March 1. The first 8 
stakes to be offered each will close on 
March 12. and the next 5 stakes. through 
the Grey Lag Handicap. will close on 
April 2. Other closings will appear on 
The Blood-Horse’s “reminders” page. The 
complete NYRA stakes schedule:

Racing Abroad 


New Rules 


SypNeY. Throughout the history of 
horse racing owners and trainers have 
been beating the handicapper—not neces- 
sarily by evil practices. let me add. The 
weight-for-age performer which gets into 
the big race with 21 pounds under the 
scale is well on the way to success. 

The reason why Melbourne Cup winner 
Lord Fury got into the £20.000 race with 
106 pounds was that the cup weights had 
long been issued when he developed sud- 
denly from a welter horse into a weight- 
for-age proposition. At the Randwick 
spring meeting. carrying 126 pounds. he 
defeated top-class Valerius by 12 lengths 
over 10 furlongs. and his stable then had 
reason for optimism about Cup prospects 
at the Melbourne meetings. 

In the Caulfield Cup he went down to 
the 3-year-old classic winner Summer 
Fair. but in the Cup at Flemington he 


made amends by leading all the way ove; 
the 2 miles. 

For years. owners of Australian Thor. 
oughbreds have been outspoken concer. 
ing the luxury weights given some Ney 
Zealand invaders in the big races at Rand. 
wick and Flemington. After the mare }j 
Jinx had won the 1960 Melbourne Cup 
with the light weight of 110 pounds, dis. 
appointed Australian stables expressed 
the view that on her latest New Zealand 
form she had been pitch-forked into the 
Cup. 

Australian handicappers had difficulty 
in giving horses from New Zealand their 
correct handicaps. due to the delay in re. 
ceiving full details of performances. jy 
their homeland. This state of affairs will 
end with the adoption by Australian rac. 
ing authorities of a rule under which con- 
nections of overseas horses. when noni- 
nating in Australia before a horse has 
raced here. must give a detailed list of 
performances for the previous 12 months 
with an account of the horse's wins 
throughout his career and the stakes won, 

Racing authorities declare that. under 
the new rule. New Zealand horses will he 
handicapped on their merits. 

Another move by the racing clubs is 
the outlawing of sharp or half-sharp 
spurs. Soon only dummy spurs will be 
allowed. Some jockeys have been using 
specially fastened sixpences as the spin-

horse.” 

Thus the medication issue got little at- 
tention on the floor at last week’s meeting 
in Fort Worth. The only time it was men- 
tioned was at the Tuesday morning session. 
when Dr. Teigland. in reporting his activ- 
ities as president during the year. read 
the text of the statement he had made 
at the December 1 hearing of the Florida 
State Racing Commission (page 1512) 
and. upon motion from the floor by Dr. 
Joseph O'Dea that the statement he. rat- 
ified as “official policy.” was accorded 
unanimous approval. Dr. Teigland was 
given a standing ovation when he yielded 
the chair to Dr. Reed. 

The association’s concern with what it 
considers to be undue strictures on medi- 
cation has not been laid aside. however. 
Off-the-floor discussions among leaders 
that the organization would 
continue, gently and without militance. to 
offer racing authorities the benefit of 
professional counsel whenever invited to 


horses.

Veterinarians practicing at race tracks 
are especially alarmed by current medi 
cation rules. which in effect) make 4 
therapeutic drug illegal as soon as a test 
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or it is developed. They cite cortisone as 
an instance. Cortisone is used in the 
treatment of many horses. It is absorbed 
and eliminated slowly—no one knows how 
slowly. If a satisfactory test is developed. 
the veterinarians fear that their clients 
suddenly will become liable to punish- 
ment. since a horse may show traces of 
the drug weeks or months after it has 
heen used. On this and other questions the 
veterinarians would like to have adequate 
communication with racing commissions. 

Dr. Teigland’s efforts in 1961 to con- 
vince commissioners that ordinary thera- 
peutic measures were in the best interest 
of racing drew responses ranging from 
cool silence to the hot edge of insult. In 
concluding his presidential address last 
week he quoted the lines at the beginning 
of one of Matthew Arnold’s poems: 


Let the long contention cease, 

Geese are swans, and swans are geese. 
Let them have it how they will; 

Thou art tired, best be. still. 


The quotation was presented half in 
fun. half in frustration. But like Arnold. 
whose well known poem ends on a strong- 
er note. the veterinarians had no intention 
of giving up. They still wanted the medi- 
cation issue presented and understood on 
what they considered a fair basis. Their 
recommendations. made at last year’s con- 
vention : 

(a) Prohibition of the use of a stimu- 
lant. depressant. or local anesthetic in a 
manner that might affect the racing per- 
formance of a horse. 

(b) Full use of modern therapeutic 
measures for the improvement and protec- 
tion of the health of the horse. 

(c) Regulation, and reporting to prop- 
er officials, of the administration of any 
medication which by its nature might in- 
fluence the performance of a horse for a 
specific race. 


Copies of some of the papers presented 
et the 1961 convention were obtained for 
later publication in The Blood-Horse. The 
full proceedings. to be edited by Dr. 
Frank Milne. of the Division of Surgery 
and Obstetrics at the Ontario Veterinary 
College. will be published next year. Dr. 
Milne distributed to AAEP members last 
week the proceedings of the 1960 meeting. 
The collections of material from the an- 
nual meetings of the organization have 
heeome one of the most valuable sources 
of information concerning modern equine 
practice, 


The Prevalence of Swamp Fever 


One of the matters which has concerned 
\AEP members both on and off the track 
is the hesitancy on the part of various 
state authorities to isolated 
or outbreaks of swamp fever. or infectious 
equine anemia. There is no Federal re- 
(uirement for reporting this disease and 


report 


cases 
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no standard form for reporting it in the 
various states. Even when it is reported, 
state authorities are reluctant to release 
the news. fearing loss of business for 
horsemen in the affected areas. 

In an effort to break the silence which 
surrounds and actually protects swamp 
fever. General Kester took the floor at 
the Monday afternoon session in Fort 
Worth and asked that all veterinarians 
stand who had diagnosed a case of the 
disease in the last 24 months. Sixty mem- 
bers of the association rose and remained 
standing until General Kester had ascer- 
tained that they represented 22 states. 

It was hoped that evidence of the estab- 
lished prevalence of the disease—which 
some years ago made a disaster area of 
one race track—would lead to more system- 
atic reporting and a greater willingness 
on the part of responsible authorities to 
release information and thus minimize the 
chance of spreading the diseanse. 

Col. Fred Mauer. now stationed at Fort 
Knox. reported on African horse sickness. 
which after 2.000 years of confinement to 
a portion of Africa, suddenly has spread 
north and east over a wide area. killing 
about 300.000 horses in countries where 
the horse is depended on for many tasks. 
The virus occurs in many strains. 42 of 
which have been found. One vaccine in- 
cludes 7 strains and affords protection 


EYE FOR AN EYE 

Periodic opthalmia. although less ob- 
scure than it was a few years ago. re- 
mains one of the major mysteries in vet- 
erinary medicine. Dr. William Magrane. 
of Mishawaka. Ind.. a specialist in animal 
ophthalmology. discussed the subject at 
the AAEP convention last week. conclud- 
ing his remarks with a description of the 
surgical treatment developed by Dimi in 
Yugoslavia. In this delicate operation. 
which Dr. Magrane described as effective. 
the end of a strip of the iris is drawn 
through an incision and incarcerated. or 
fastened permanently outside the 
while the other end of the strip remains 
enchored along with the remainder of 
the iris. 

After Dr. Magrane’s learned discussion. 
Maxie Cosgrove. of Dublin. gave the prac- 
titioners a change of pace.

this incident, but the fact remains that he 
is a true artist whenever he gets on a 
horse’s back. He has an amazing lifetime 
record: 31 per cent of his mounts have 
won. 

Gomez was born in Havana. His be- 
coming a jockey was “just one of those 
things.” 

“I was working as a bellboy during the 
war when the casino was closed. So I 
went to Oriental Park and worked as a 
groom and a_hot-walker. I'd never had 
anything to do with horses before. It 
took me 3 years before I started to ride. in 
1944, 

“The first horse | ride? Everything got 
mixed. It was Lady Atelana. and she 
finished fourth. A month later I ride 
again and finish last—about an eighth 
of a mile last—on Black Mail. It was a 
bad horse. Then it was 4 months later 
and | ride my third horse. at the Hipo- 
dromo de las Americas in Mexico City. I 
break my maiden first time out there. 
with Parmeso. He was 8-1 and come from 
fifth and win a head. I was leading 
apprentice in Mexico City. 

“T start to ride in the United States 2 or 
3 months each year. during the winter. 
How I do? Tremendous! 

“Twice in one month in Mexico City | 
win 6 races in one day. I win 6 in one day 
at Ascot in 1949. I win 5 races a day too 
many times to remember. 

“IT have no preference. speed or from 
behind horses. I can do anything on a 
horse. so it makes no difference. 

“The biggest stake | win?) From money 
standpoint. it was with Curandero in the 
Washington Park Handicap in 1951. 

“[T have many satisfactions in my career, 
but money is not important. The big 
thing is learning. And I learn every day.” 

Gomez does not hesitate to name the 
best adversary he has encountered. 

“Eddie. To me. the master. | ride 
against him pretty often. In Hialeah. 
Chicago, in Canada once in a while. 

Gomez rode against Manuel Yeaza_ in 
Mexico City in 1957. 

“He was very good then, but very rough. 
Very good rider. of course. But he does 
not stop and say to himself. ‘I ride the 
favorite next Saturday in the Garden State. 
I must be careful I do not get set down.’ 
Instead he get careless. 

“When young. I get set down a_ lot, 
too. LT was really bad boy. Did a lot of 
fighting with the other riders. It was more 
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that than rough riding. As I get older I 
get smarter. In iast 10 years, only 4 or 5 
suspensions. 


“T like Eddie better than Willie (Shoe- 
maker). Nothing against Willie, but my 
choice is Eddie. Shoe is not the same 
type rider as Eddie or Ycaza. More quiet. 
like London rider. When he gets head- 
to-head with you. you never know where 
you are.” 


Gomez has been married for 4 years: 
his wife’s name Patricia. They 
have a boy, 16 months, named Avelino Jr. 
“He is pretty big. The way he go I don’t 
think he will be a rider.” On the day 
after Avelino’s victory on Good Fight. his 
wife gave birth to a daughter. Avelino 
said she would be named Jacqueline. after 
the President’s wife. 

If everything goes well, Gomez will ride 
out the rest of the Florida season, and he 
may ride in New York this summer.

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U. K. Symposium 


Speakers Cite Need for Research 
In Nutrition and Pathology 


A symposium on equine research, spon- 
sored by Grayson Foundation, Standard- 
bred Breeders Association, and the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky, was held December 
4 at the U. K. Department of Animal 
Pathology, Lexington. Beginning on page 
1451 of last week’s issue, The Blood-Horse 
summarized an address by Dr. J. T. Bry- 
ans, on virus and bacteriology research, 
and reprinted the complete text of Dr. A. 
H. Davidson's talk on unsoundness. The 
material given here includes summaries 
of talks by Dr. W. J. Tyznik, on nutrition, 
and Dr. E. D. Pellegrino, on equine re- 
search as it relates to the general field 
of medical research, and the complete 
text of an address by Dr. J. R. Rooney, 
on equine pathology. 


Dr. W. J. Tyznik. of the Department of 
Animal Science. Ohio State University. 
deplored the paucity of scientific data 
on the nutritional requirements of the 
light horse. He said that scant research 
in feeding had been done since draft 
horses were the main source of power 
on farms. and that the most recent work 
in the field was a controlled program 
done 12 years ago in Germany. on the 
maintenance requirements of draft horses.

today are determined 


chiefly by tradition, he said. Commenting 
on the popular belief that timothy hay, 
cut after maturity, was the best rough. 
age for horses. Dr. Tyznik said that such 
fibrous and stemmy hay was of little 
nutritional value: pelleted wood shavings 
would be equally useful. Citing a con. 
trast. he noted that many horsemen be- 
lieved that green leafy alfalfa hay. which 
has high nutritional value. was harmful 
to a horse’s kidneys. an opinion for which 
there is no scientific basis. He said that 
corn, considered a “heating” feed and 
avoided by many horsemen, was an excel: 
lent feed for horses. and for all other farm 
animals. He had never seen it “char their 
coats. or burn their harness.” He agreed 
that corn should be fed to horses with 
discretion. and that oats were less apt 
to be over-fed. He added that there was 
a vast difference between 24-pound and 
40-pound oats, and that too few horsemen 
took this into account in adjusting their 
horses’ rations. 

Horsemen. and other livestock men. 
leaned to linseed meal as a source of 
protein. he said. and often were unwilling 
to use soy bean meal. Linseed meal 
may help make a glossy coat. but it is 
indigestible and a protein of poor quality. 
compared to soy bean meal. which is an

excellent source of protein. more digest- 
ible. more palatable. and cheaper. Dr. 
Tyanik said. 

There is widespread use today of com- 
merical mineral mixtures and vitamins, 
and Dr. ‘lyznik said that. while horses 
needed both minerals vitamins. 
there was no scientic data on how much. 
He pointed out that excess amounts of 
certain vitamins and minerals could be 
harmful. and that much of that given in- 
discriminately was wasted. that some 
preparations were absurdly expensive. 

Scientific research on the nutritional 
requirements of horses perhaps 59 
years behind that which has been done on 
other farm animals. he said. To know 
the energy requirement of horses. scien- 
tifie data must be collected in controlled 
experiments. A vast amount of money 
is spent in other nutritional fields. and 
if horsemen made known their desires 
and their needs. the state universities 
and land grant colleges probably would 
help them. Dr. Tyznik said. 


Chemical Analysis 


The last speaker at the symposium 
was Dr. E. D. Pellegrino. the chair- 
man of the Department of Medicine. U. 
K. Medical Center. Pointing out that the 
general field of medical research was 
related to equine research. Dr. Pellegrino 
said that it was in horses that blood 
pressure was first measured. in the 18th 
Century. and that it was in horses that 
catheterization of the heart was first 
done. in 1856. 

Dr. Pellegrino said that. in connection 
with its study of the chemical pathology 
of human bone, the Medical Center was 
using the bones of horses, because of 
the close chemical — similarities. Dr. 
Pellegrino said that. although the Medical 
Center’s primary concern was in the field 
of medical research as it related to hu- 
mans. it would work closely with the 
Department of Animal Pathology. and 
would lend its aid in the analysis of the 
bones of horses and in other pathological 
problems. He said that in equine research. 
as in general medical research. it was 
of vital importance to know which 
changes were normal: using this knowl- 
edge, it would be possible to predict 
changes due to stress and disease.

4n address by Dr. J. R. Rooney 


There is no need to emphasize the im- 
portance of lameness and unsoundness in 
racing horses. Perhaps there is a need, 
however. to define what I. at least. mean 
by these terms “lameness and unsound- 
ness.” Most simply. they are abnormalities 
of the tendons. muscles. bones. joints. 
blood vessels. or nerves which prevent 
full expression of a horse’s racing po- 
tential. 

Please take particular note of the phrase 
“full expression of a horse’s racing po- 
tential.” We are not interested only in 
those disabling conditions. such as_frac- 
tures. which entirely prevent a horse from 
racing. Of great importance are those 
“hidden” unsoundnesses which make a 
2:12 horse out of a potential 2-minute 
horse. 

The degree of impairment of racing 
ability depends upon 3 major factors: 

1. The location and nature of the lesion 
or abnormality. in relation to— 

2. The training-racing environment to 
which the horse is exposed. 

3. The willingness or “heart” of the in- 
dividual animal. 

Our research effort is mainly directed 
to No. 1—description of the location and 


nature of the lesion—since description is 
the primary function of pathology. In or- 
der to fully understand lameness-causing 
lesions. however. we must seek causes. 
and many causes are to be found in No. 2. 
the training-racing environment. 

Much has been written. and more said. 
about the causes of lameness in horses. 
Most of such discussion in the past has 
heen based on the observation and experi- 
ence of horsemen and veterinarians. While 
these observations are invaluable. they do 
not go far enough. Detailed dissections 
and microscopic examinations of lame 
zgnimals must supplement and extend 
practical observations. 

Naturally enough. few lame horses are 
going to come to autopsy only because 
they are lame. By methodical autopsy 
procedures. however. we often uncover 
“lameness lesions” in animals dying of 
other causes or in animals destroyed be- 
cause of fractures or even old age. Abort- 
ed fetuses. for example. are providing us 
with invaluable material for the study of 
normal bone and joint development. 

The study of the pathology of lameness 
must begin in the mare’s uterus. for it is 
here that the foal is made. and mistakes

Lesions of blood vessels in horses, apart 
from lesions caused by the well known 
bloodworm. have not been given serious 
consideration. It is perhaps unnecessary 
to emphasize that an excellent way to pro- 
duce fractures and distortions of bones. 
muscular cramping. et cetera, is to inter- 
fere with the blood supply. 

At present. we know that blood vessel 
lesions are rather more common than not 
—even in young horses. We do not know. 
but are trying to find out. what role such 
lesions play in such well known things as 
spavin. sesamoid fractures. navicular dis- 
ease. and so on.

Much to my surprise. examination of 
microscopic slides revealed deposits of

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Equine Equity: Damages in Shipment 


By Howard Newcomb Morse 


A shipment of 20 horses was made by 
one Benoit from Sigourney. lowa. When 
loaded. the horses were in apparently good 
health. The shipment was consigned to 
Benoit at Richford. Vermont. via Canadi- 
an Pacific Railway. 

Benoit did not accompany the shipment. 
It was diverted at Detroit. and was de- 
livered to Benoit by the Central Vermont 
Railway at Enosburg Falls. Vermont. The 
horses were in transit slightly over 7 full 
days. The ordinary time for delivery from 
Sigourney over the route contracted for. 
with the Canadian Pacific Railway as the 
terminal carrier. was 4 or 5 days. Seven 
days was a normal transit interval from 
Sigourney to Enosburg Falls via Central 
Vermont Railway. 

Some of the horses were sick with 
ping fever” on arrival. Two were very 
sick. and 6 died from the illness 2 to 6 
days after arrival. Shipping fever is a 
highly communicable virus disease. The 
period of incubation is from 5 to 10 days. 
When the symptoms develop. medical at- 
tention is advisable. 

Benoit instituted an action against the 


“ 


ship- 


Central Vermont Railway to obtain dam- 
ages for the loss of 6 of his horses. He 
alleged deviation by the carrier from the 
original route and place of destination for 
which he had contracted. A jury returned 
a verdict for Benoit. and the court entered 
judgment accordingly. The railway com- 
pany appealed. 

The Supreme Court of Vermont. con- 
firming the decision of the lower court. 
declared: “. . . a deviation from the con- 
tract of carriage with respect to the route 
of transportation renders the carrier liable 
as an insurer for any loss of or injury to 
the property.” 

In a similar case. Cyril E. Franck. who 
was engaged in the business of buying 
and selling horses. delivered to the Rail- 
way Express Agency 34 saddle horses, 
which were loaded in compartments in a 
car provided by the express company for 
that purpose. The shipment moved from 
Oak Harbor. Ohio. via New York Central 
Railroad to Buffalo. via Lackawanna Rail- 
road to Binghamton. and via Delaware 
and Hudson Railroad to Unadilla. New 
York. 


By reason of delay in the transportation 
of the horses it became necessary to up. 
load them at Buffalo for rest. and while 
unloading and intermingling. and subse. 
quent to reloading. the horses suffered 
injuries by contact with one another. 

A caretaker employed by Franck ae. 
companied the horses under a_ contract 
whereby he was afforded free transporta. 
tion. but in Buffalo. after the car was un. 
loaded. he was injured when struck by 
an automobile. and could not accompany 
the car. although he was on the train. The 
express company took the horses from the 
custody of the caretaker. and he did not 
know of their whereabouts while they 
were unloaded in Buffalo. 


Franck brought an action in the Court 
of Common Pleas of Ottawa County. Ohio. 
against the express company to obtain 
damages for the injuries suffered by his 
horses. jury returned a_ verdict for 
Franck. and the court entered judgment 
accordingly. The express company appeal: 
ed. The Court of Appeals of Ohio. sus- 
tained the decision of the trial court.

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In the Daily Racing Form of December 6, J. Samuel Perl- 
man made various comments under the heading.

The most unwarranted criticism has come from a surprising source. 
the editor of The Blood-Horse. In a recent editorial concerning the 
report of Dr. John E. Martin on the toxie effects of Butazolidin, he 
declared: “There was nothing wrong with the report, except that the 
Racing Chemistry Research Fund directors had it presented out of 
context, in an apparent attempt to provide commissioners with justifica- 
tion for maintaining that phenylbutazone was dangerous, deadly, and 
detestable.” This criticism could be ignored were it not for the fact 
that The Blood-Horse is owned and published by the American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association, which includes many cf America’s foremost 
owners and breeders. As the editor of The Blood-Horse attended the 
convention in Toronto, he should have known that this statement was 
completely inaccurate. 

The editor of The Blood-Horse has every right to his opinion but 
he should not attribute dishonest motives to men of known integrity 
whose contribution to racing over the years has been substantial. 
simply because he does not agree with their conclusions. 

In our opinion, the toxicology of the drug is net particularly 
relevent to the controversy . . 

Those who favor use of the drug submit scientific evidence that 
Buiazolidin is not a stimulant or depressant and are firm in_ their 
opinion that only drugs that stimulate or depress a horse should be 
barred. Those whe condemn Butazolidin argue that it| permits trainers 
to run horses “hot and cold.” In fact. they oppose the use of any 
and all drugs prior to a_ race . 

What is the solution to this problem? Frankly. we do not have 
one. The NASRC is the organization that must accept the responsibility 
Uniformity is absolutely essential . . .

We agree with Mr. Perlman that “the toxicology of the 
drug is not particularly relevant to the controversy.” The 
qualifying adverb was unnecessary. however: toxicology is 
not relevant. Hence the report on toxicology at the NASRC 
convention in June served no other purpose than to furnish 
commissioners with specious grounds fer condemning 
phenylbutazone. 

As to the statement which Mr. Perlman says we should 
have known to..be “completely inaccurate.” we are now ready 
to make one amendment in it. Strike out the word apparent. 

Mr. Perlman further remarks. “This criticism could be 
ignored were it not for the fact that The Blood-Horse is owned 
and published by the American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association . . . ~ The magazine is now owned and _ published 
by the Thoroughbred Owners and Breeders Association. but 
the lawyers are waiting—until January. perhaps—to authorize

the change in the masthead. The implication. in any case, is 
that the association is privileged to tell us to cease and desist, 
Until it does. the association is not to be held responsible for 
the views of the editor. 


On this basis. Mr. Perlman is free to ignore any criticism 
voiced in these columns. Our own judgments of the validity 
of criticism or praise will continue to be based on the avail- 
able evidence and the cogency of reasoning. neither rejecting 
authority nor leaning upon it for support. 


There is another point worthy of attention. “The editor 
. . . should not attribute dishonest motives to men of known 
integrity . simply because he does not agree with their 
conclusions.” Men of known integrity seem to allow them. 
selves some latitude for differences in judging what con- 
stitutes a dishonest motive. The implication here is that the 
ediior’s judgment of motive is rendered invalid by his dis- 
agreement with the conclusions of these men of integrity. 


This is the reasoning of convenience, and it would be won- 
derful if the truth could be arrived at so conveniently. The 
truth in this case is that we do not disagree with the con- 
clusions of the commissioners. because most of them have 
reached no conclusion to disagree with. Some of them have 
compromised their own integrity by issuing official rulings 
prohibiting phenylbutazone and unofficial notice that the drug 
may be used with impunity. This is honesty? Others who 
“oppose the use of any and all drugs prior to a race” permit 
the usc of some therapeutic drugs. prohibit the use of others. 
This is a conclusion? 

We do disagree (1) with the commissioners who tolerated 
the introduction of irrelevant evidence at the NASRC con- 
vention and thus distorted the medication issue in its  pre- 
sentation before the public; (2) with the commissioners who 
announced publicly that phenylbutazone was prohibited and 
announced privately that it was not prohibited; (3) with the 
commissioners who permit some drugs and prohibit others by 
arbitrary choiee instead of fixed standards: (4) with the 
commissioners who think it better to stand with majority 
opinion than to exercise their own best judgment; and (5! 
with the commissioners who assert that Butazolidin is per- 
mitted in only 2 states (none of them is quite so ignorant of 
the actual situation). 

We do not disagree with the commissioners who prohibit 
all drugs and enforce the prohibition—if there are any com- 
missioners in this category. We do not disagree with those 
who permit normal therapeutic use of drugs which do not 
function as stimulants or depressants. Uniformity is not 
nearly so essential as the consideration that men of integrity 
should make their own decisions after having heard all the 
evidence with open minds.
